We had an article prepared giving the particu- 
lars of the arrest of Mr. VaLuanmicuam yester-

Mra VaLeanpianam refused to give himself up 
voluntarily, which pluced the soldiers nusler the 
necessity of forcing the doors and seizing him in 
his house. Some of his friends ran to the en- 
gine house and rang the bells, which was doubt- 
less a preconcerted signal to arouse and bring to- 
gether his friends, but no attempt was made to 
rescue him. He was taken to the depot, and 
thence to Cincinnati, where he arrived about six 
oreleck yesterday morning, and was at dice cor.- 
vayed to the military prison on Columbia street.
